LONDON, Dec. 27.—The airmen of 
the belligerent countries spent a busy 
Christmas, While a solitary German 
flew over the Thames estuary and 
dropped a single bomb which fell in 
a roadway and did no damage, a con- 
voy of seven British navy seaplanes 
visited the German naval base at Cux- 
haven and dropped bombs on ships 
and the gasworks. All but one of the 
British airmen returned safely to the 
ships which convoyed them.. 

Similar activity was displayed along 
the battle front, German airmen pay · 
ing a surprise visit to Nancy; French 
aviators to Metz; British to Brussels 
and other Belgian towns occupied by 
the Germans, and German airmen to 
Polish citf®s, 

As. usual, the accounts of the air- 
men ot the damage done differ from 
those of the occupants of the territory 
attacked. While bombe were dropped 
during these flights, most of the flights 
were made for the purpose of recon- 
noitering. The allies, who are on the 
offensive in the west, are naturally de- 
sirous of knowing when and where 
the Germans are moving thetr rein- 
forcements, the arrival of which at 
the front has been the signal for many 
German counter attacks.

HOPE TO AVERT 


EXTRA SESSION. 


All Necessary Legislation will 
be Pushed. 


Appropriation Measures have 
the Right of Way. 


Immigration Bill is Likely to 
be Sidetracked. 


{BY A. F. NIGHT WIRE. } 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 27.—With 
leaders in both Houses still deter- 
mined to push through all necessary 
legislation in order to avert an extra 
session after March 4 next, Congress 
will reconvene Tuesday, after one of 
the shortest holiday recesses on rec- 
ord. 

Outside of appropriation bills and a 
few general measures in the House, 
there remains much for the Senate 
to do; in fact, the entire legislative 
programme outlined at the opening 
of the session by the President is yet 
to be accomplished. Although the 
immigration bill with the literacy test 
still remains the unfinished business 
of the Senate, appropriation measures 
have the right of way and the immi- 
gration fight begun last week ifs likely 
to be replaced by the District of Col- 
umbia supply bill early in the week. 

IMMIGRATION BILL. 

As to the immigration bill, there is 
a growing disposition on the part of 
some Democrats to sidetrack it if pos- 
sible, if not to defeat it. Senator 
Lewis of Illinois, after a recent con- 
ference with the President, said that 
the President was opposed to such a 
form of immigration restriction. The 
Illinois Senator threw down the gauge 
of battle over this issue to its cham- 
pions, with the further announcement 
that he intended to introduce an 
amendment at the proper time to 
strike out the literacy test altogether. 

Some Senators believe enough votes 
can be found to pass such an amend- 
ment. Such an outcome, in the opin- 
ion of Senators— Democrats and Re- 
publicans as well—who favor the 
measure, would operate to defeat the 
bill entirely. Senator Smith of South 
Carolina, chairman of the Immigra- 
tion Committee, proposes to keep up 
the fight for the bill, literacy test and 
all, and thinks President Wilson will 
be forced to give it his official ap- 
proval or disapproval. 


SUFFRAGE AMENDMENT. 


Stirring times that will rival in in- 
terest the fight over the prohibition 
constitutional amendment last week 
are expected soon after January 1, 
when a rule will be reported to pro- 
vide for debate on a resolution for 
submission of a constitutional amend- 
ment to extend suffrage to women. 
Suffrage advocates and its opponents 
have been exerting heroic efforts to 
bring back a vote on the rule and 
resolution. Representative Henry,

Fourteen Ships’ Cargoes have 
Landed at Rotterdam. 


Share of Supplies. 


Total Cost so Far ‘Reaches 
Nearly Two Millions. 


(BY ATLANTIO CABLE AND A, P.] 

NEW YORK, Dec. 27.—Remark- 
able progress in the work of getting 
food, clothing and medical supplies 
to the suffering Belgians is shown in 
the first official report of the Com- 
mission for Relief in Belgium, which 
‘Was received here today from the 
headquarters in London. 

It tabulates the work up to De- 
cember 7, at which time fourteen re- 
lief ships had arrived in Rotterdam, 
bearing cargoes 31,881 tons, 
valued at $1,617,692. At that time 
the contents of these ships had been 
delivered to the people in eleven 
provinces and eight large cities. 

In addition to these cargoes, the 
report says that eighteen lighters 

been loaded in Holland with 
food loaned by the Dutch government 
for immediate relief. These cargoes 
consisted chiefly of food, although 
they included 336 packages of cloth- 
ing, 191 packages of medical stores 
and much lumber to provide shelter 
for inhabitants of villages destroyed. 

The distribution of food from Rot- 
terdam into the most remote prov- 
inces was accomplished in spite of 
the inadequate transportation facili- 
ties. The report continues: 

“The province of Brabant, which 
includes Brussels and Louvain, and is 
therefore the most populous and 
most easily accessible, has naturally 
received the greatest quantity of food, 
17,637 tons of foodstuffs, including 
7269 tons of wheat and forty-one 
packages of clothing having been dis- 
tributed there before December 4. 

“Liege and the surrounding prov- 
ince of Namur had received the next 
greatest quantity, 3586 tons of food, 
mostly w and 200 packages of 
clothing.” 

Hainault, the most southerly prov- 
ince, is in deep distress, 


most of the early fighting occurred, 
and where the large industrial popu- 
lation was thrown out of work. Trans- 
portation is difficult because the 
cangl system does not reach it and 
supplies must be sent by railroad 
when the Germans are not using it for 
military purposes, 

Nevertheless, 2282 tons of food 
were distributed in Hainault and 
Bast Flanders received more than 
2000 tons. Less has been done for 
West Flanders, where there still is 
fighting, and the commission, up to 
December 4, was able to get only 101 
tons of food into that territory. Lux- 
embourg, hilly and difficult of ac- 
cess, has recei; 4 583 tons. 

In the week ing December 4 a 
special consignme:,. of 704 tons of 
American corn was sent to Louvain, 
which was then on the verge of star- 
vation. 

The commission says the medical 
supplies were not distributed in Bel- 
gium, but were used for Belgian refu- 
gees in Holland.

Subject to Call by the Government. 
Newark Evening News:] The re- 
public of Switzerland furnishes an 
example in the way of military 
preparedness well worth study. It 
“has no standing army. and vet every 
man ie a trained) soldier and can at 
any time be called upon to defend his 
country. There has been no violation 
of Switzerland's neutrality, not only 
because her topography is unfavorable 
for invasion, but because neighboring 
nations have a wholesome respect for 


the trained valor and thorough equip- 
ment of her citizen 
tary training in Switzerland begins 
at the age of & years. From the 
ages. of 17 to 49 service is compulsory 
at the call of the State. All males not 
incapacitated serve thirteen years in 
the aufzug, twelve years in the land- 
wehr and six years in the landsturm. 
From 8 years to 17 the boys receive 
military instruction in the public 
schools, ahd when they enter the auf- 
sue they are prepared for actual 
training in arms. In the first year 
of their service they spend from sixty- 
‘Seven to ninety-two days in camp or 
‘waneuvers, depending upon whether 
they belong to cavairy, infantry, artil- 
lery or enginoers. In each subsequent 
year they serve thirteen days. The 
total service for the thirteen years is 
741 Gays for infantfy. 146 for en- 
Sineers, 160 for cavairy and 163 for 
artiliery. This makes a total of less 
than six mont for the thirteen years, 
but the trainifig is that of actual war- 
ware and the product fs trained and 
seasoned soldiers. 

‘This Swiss force can only be called 
for defense against invasion. For an 
Offensive campaign a new army must 
do raised by volunteering. 

Australia has a similar system. 
supplemented with a small regular 
army of 2354 men. Boys begin train- 
ing at 12 years. Junior cadets are 
from 12 to 14 years, senior cadets 
from 14 to 18, and then comes the 
Netional Guard, embracing all able- 

fed men between the ages of 18 
and 26 years. Senior cadets get sixty- 
four hours training each, year, but 
do not go into camp. The National 
Guard has sixteen days’ training each 
year for six years. This law was passed 
in 1811, and it is expected that by 
1918 there will be 100,000 senior 
cadets and 128,000 militia in training.

It is a wonderful thing to 
an instinct for twins, while the man 
with a bride welcome for triplets has 
a heart of gold and ought to have 
a pocket book of the same stuff.

She has 
his friend telegraph him that he is 
a father and in her haste to land a 
baby of plausible age, she succeeds 
in collecting three with no chance for 
mitural selection or any other kind 
of differentiation to get in ite work. 

One of the babies is kidnapped for 
the purpose and the other two are 
rented for the afternoon and night 
from the washerwoman. Somehow a 
washerwoman always has babies to 
spare. You never knew a couple who 
could not afford one, who didn't have 
from six to a dozen and you seldom 
see people who could afford twenty 
with any at all. This is ore of the 
facts of existence, which helps pre- 
serve the axiem that the ways of 
providence are mysterious. 

Nobody understands, least of all the 
playwrights and the erwoman. 
Anyway, you could read thi? over and 
over until you were speck blind with- 
out finding the answer. It is a grand 
thing to be able to stand off and say 
of this world, “I never made the thing

or it.” 

That is my attitude toward the 
j} world and also toward the latest pro- 
duction at the Burbank, but I am 
willing to say a good word for the 
latter. Any play that has babies ap- 
pearing comfortably through the front 
door and disappearing with less com- 
fert, but more mirth down the fire 
escape in a succession more rapid and 
picturesque than sentimental is cer- 
tain to get a laugh.

ALNUT GROWERS 
TARIFF VICTIMS. 


walnuts California growers are forced 
to sell what remains of this year's 
crop at 2% cents per pound under 
opening prétes, or hold the nuts over 
until foreign shipments have been 
exhausted. This is the declaration 
of H. Vanders, assistant manager of 
the California Walnut Growers’ A- 
sociation. * 

In a normal year the present tariff 
of 4 cents per pound woul bring such 
uneven competition from Abroad as 
to yield no substantial profit to the 
California grower,” stated Mr. 
Vanders. “But this season brought 
an unexpected condition in the Eu- 
ropean war. France, which is the 
heaviest producer of high-grade wal- 
nuts in Europe, has been handicapped 
in making her usual exportation to 


the extremely early maturing of the 
California crop, some of which we 
were able to ship before October. 
Prices for early nuts, which entered 
the market before the European nuts 
were ready, were high. Probably 90 
per cent. of the crop was sold at good 
prices, Dut the remaining 10 per cent 
will have to sell at reduced prices 
or be held over. The French variety 
of No. 1 soft-shell walnyt brings only 
11% cents per found £.6.b. New York, 


ask 18 cents f.0.b. New York. I do 
not need to repeat that the difference 
in labor scales in Europe as con- 
trasted to California explains the dif- 
ferential.” 

Southern California produced 8500 
tons of -walnuts this season, which 14 
approximately one-half of the na- 
tional consumption.

ST. PAUL'S PRO-CATHEDRAL: 


T US SING CHRISTMAS CAROLS

Dean MacCormack at St. Paul's Pro- 
Cathedral preached yesterday on the 
subject “Glory ‘to God in the Highest 
and on Earth Peace, Good Will 
Toward Men.” He said in part: 

“The question is being asked by 


Christmas season, is it right that we 
should make merry and be glad. Is 
it right that we should sing jubilant 
songs and play lively music, when so 
many are in suffering and in sorrow. 

“That question has been recently 
brought to the front in a very able 
way in a little book entitled ‘Our 
Brother Joy.’ The writer in the open- 
ing chapter, outlining under the head- 
ing. “The Ascetic Blight,’ the history 
of those in the past who have felt that 
joy and gladness was not properly a 
part of the faith. 

“Then he goes in to point out that 


our guide and inspiration we must 
feel that the element of joy enters 
very largely into the Christian life. 
When the Master entered upon the 
active work of his mission here on 
earth, his first miracle was at the wed- 
ding feast of Cana of Galilee, when 
his work was practically over and the 
burden of the world’s sorrow rested 
heavily upon His heart, we find Him 
going out to spend the evening with 
his friends at Bethany. If there be any 
that are wondering what they should 
do in the presence of this great cat- 
aclysm that has come upon us let 
them turn to those experiences of 
their Master and shape their interior 
life in accord with His. 

“Thus Christmas has another mes- 
as we contemplate the situation 
that confronts us. There are those 
who try to give a reason for the strug- 
le that has arisen. There are some 
who feel that it is racial. The Teuton 
against the Slav, There are others 
who think that it is only a national 
movement of expansion upon the part 
of Germany.

FIRST CONGREGATIONAL. 
THE GREAT WAR MAY LEAD AT ITS 
CLOSE TO UNIVERSAL PEACE 

FOREVER. 

Dr. William Horace Day, pastor 
the First Congregatignal Church, at 
the Christmas services yesterday 
spoke on “The Promised Prince, the 
Prince of Peace.” He said in part: 

“While every man is a mirror of 
God, we are so tarnished and the 
aberration of the lens is so great that 
men looking at us see the divine in 
the tarnished mirror but darkly; but 
in Christ is the light of the knowledge 
of the glory of God. In Him was the 
express image of the Godhead bodily. 
We marvel that in an age when Israel 
was developing the conceptions of the 
unity of God in conflict with polythe- 
ism, it is remarkable that a prophet 
should have seen the necessary corol- 
lary of the unity of God would be the 
ideal of the incarnation of that God 
that he might manifest himself to his 
human children. We read of the in. 
crease of his government there shall

vig) we follow the course of the in- 
fluence of this promised prince dur- 
ing 1900 years we see the truth of 
that prophecy, we see that of the in- 
crease of his government there has 
been no end; but he is also declared 
to be the Prince of Peace, and of the 
increase of peace there shall be no 
end. Yet, at last the increase of peace 
has been brought to an end and 18,- 
000,000 soldiers bearing the ame of 
the Prince of Peace are at war with 
one another.

“Go back to the beginning of the 
fourth century. For 300 years two 
powers struggled for the mastery of 
humanity—the church and the world. 
The Christians of that time had be- 
gun to believe that the Lord's triumph 
was near, when suddenly the persecu- 
tion of Diocletian terrified the Roman 
world. This Emperor had organized 
the old power of the state with con- 
summate genius and hurled it full 
upon the growing Church of Christ. 
In the midst of this ten persecuted 
Christians began to doubt whether the 
promise of Christ's victory could ever 
be realized; but the modern historian 
tells ts that without that terrible 
struggle against the religion of Christ 
the e of Constantine would have 
mpossible. Mixed as were the 
motives of Constantine and all those 
who were in authority in his time 
they claim that good could not tave 
been accomplished at that time had 
the Roman Empire failed to ass 
through the terrible testing cf o- 
cletian’s persecution. Perhaps fifty 
years from now the historian writing 
from the midst of an age of peace 
overflowing with blessings because 
strife has been stilled, will write that 
the present glorious age could not 
have been realized without the awful 
world war of 1914-1915, which demon- 
strated that hate and war could jot 
advance human welfare. ‘Heaven 
takes a long time in its workings, but 
its work is done forever.’ 

“Let us come to the manger of Beth- 
lehem as did the simple shepherds 
and the learned wise men to worship

REV. E. STANTON HODGIN, 
FIRST UNITARIAN CHURCH. 


LET THIS WAR STEP JUST OVER TH 
BOUNDARY AND PEACE WILL 
SOON BE DECLARED 


In his sermon yesterday on “The 
Christmas Spirit“ at the First Uni- 
tarian Church Rev. E. Stanton Hodgin 
said: 

“For 1900 years we have been 
singing ‘Peace on Earth, Good Will 
to Men: have been proclaiming 
Christ ‘Prince of Peace,’ and calling 
ourselves His disciples. In the face 
of the great war is not all these 
Christmas proclamations of peace a 
mockery? Is it not time to ac- 
knowledge that our Ohristian propa- 
ganda is a failure and abandon it? 

“Let us not be too hasty about 
drawing our conclusions. Let us keep 
our Christmas faith; surface appear- 
anees are often deceptive. Peace and 
good will may be something more 
than an idle dream even today. Para- 
doxical as it may seem we see a 
greater demonstration of the power 
and possibilities of peace even in the, 
midst of this war than we have ever 
seen before—a greater manifestation 
of peace and good will among men. 
The only trouble is that it is too re- 
stricted. 

“What is peace? Not mere quies- 
cence: not mere inactivity. Peace is 


of the units of life that they rein- 
force each other instead of 3 
ut 
powerfully forward to the realization 
of its destiny. Never has there been 
a more striking exhibition of this 
very thing than is brought out in the 
war itself. The very thing that makes 
this war so dreadful is the fact that 
the peace principle has gone so far 
— is the fact that the people within 
the nations are 80 1 organ- 
ized, are so efficiently co-ordinated, 
are so self-sacrificing, so willing to 
sink their differences and to stand 
by each other to the very end. Let 
this thing that makes thie war 80 
dreadful go one step farther and it 
will make war impossible. It only 
needs to cross boundary lines and 
the thing is done. This is the next 
inevitable step and cannot be long 
delaved. 

“Nationalism has gone as far as it 
is possible for it to go. The next 
step is internationalism and that step 
is over due, ts being taken in the 
midst of the catastrophe that seems 
to be a denial of it. America ts a 
demonstration that States can adjust} 
their differences without violence. 
Our Civil War demonstrated that the 
Greater group not the individual 
State is supreme, and this European 
war will establish the principle once 
for all that no nation or small group 
of nations can be a law unto them- 
selves, but that all international 
questions must be adjusted through 
the whole group. 

“The Christmas thought I wish to 
leave with you is that paradoxical as 
it may seem, there is really more 
peace and good will among men to- 
day than ever before: while Chris- 
tianity for the moment seems to be 
swallowed up in a great catacivsm, it 
is only the darkness that precedes 
the dawn and from this mighty catas- 
trophe it will emerge triumphant.”

PARK CONGREGATIONAL. 

IN DEVOTING OURSELVES TO THE UN- 
SEEN CHRIST WE ARE APT TO 
PASS BY THE REAL ONE. 

Rev. Chester Ferris, pastor of Park 
Congregational Church, spoke last 
evening on the subject, The Heavenly 
Visitor.” He said in part: 

“It has been a comfort to all na- 
tions to believe that the Powers 
Above were so interested in them as 
to pay personal visits at times among 
men.

So spiritual 
and eternal is His message that He 
speaks as the Voice of God. So full 
of God's Spirit is He that He is con- 
ceived to be God-with-Us. Yet 
such He was not recognized. ‘Is not 
this Joseph's son and do we not know 
his brothers?’ Thoroughly human, 
normal man, it was not realized by 
those who perceived not His spiritual 
grandeur, that as they treated Him 
so they treated God. And more re- 
markable still is one of the Master's 
parables. He says: ‘I am your neigh- 
bor. I am the thirsty wayfarer. I 
was sick near your house. I was 
in prison one day. Did you know me? 
"Why, teacher, how could that be?’ 
He answered, ‘I am any one whom 
you have an opportunity to befriend. 
There are two classes, today and in 
the separation. I was sick, did you 
comfort me? I was in prison, did 
you aid me? I was your neighbor, 
did you visit me? For when you care 
for those in need, you have done it 
unto me. When you do not visit your 
neighbors, when you neglect the sick 
or stranded or oppressed you have 
passed Me by.’ 

“So then Christ is very near us. 
Know the people near by and be their 
friends. That is your treatment of 
Christ, the Heavenly Visitor. In de- 
voting ourselves to the unseen Christ, 
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even at our door. Not long need you 
wait for Him. He is here today. ‘In- 
asmuch as ye have done it unto one 
of the least of these, ye have done 
it unto Me.“

DR. CAMPBELL. . 
FIRST PRESBYTERIAN. 

GOD IS SPEAKING TO US THROUGH 
THE HEART OF THE DIVINE 
WRITER, ASKING FOR PRAISE. 

Dr. Campbell, pastor of the First 
Presbyterian Church, preached yes- 
terday on the theme: The Law of 
Life.” He said in part: 

“In the words of the prophet of 
God, ‘Oh, that men would praise the 
Lord,’ there is suggested a great de- 
sire that men would give expression 
to that law of life that is universal 
in the great universe of God. 

“Nature does not arrive at its best 
80 long as there is only the hidden 
life concealed under the power of 
winter’s cold bonds. When the earth 
is mantled with snow and the streams 
are caught in the grip of winter there 
is not much chance for the life that 
is held in nature to express itself, but 
when the day is clear and the king 
of day is unhindered by the clouds 
and fog, when the spring sends forth 
her soft and enchanting breeze, then 
nature ‘speaks a various language,’ 
for the days of man she has ‘a voice 
of gladness and a smile and eloquence 
of beauty that steals into his dark 
musings ere he is aware.’ 

“Like a grand climax. in the hal- 
lelujah chorus of Handel’s oratorio 
is this expression of the Psalmist re- 
curring four different times in this 
short Psalm calling upon men to give 
praise to God for His goodness and 
His wonderful works. 

“Domestic love is subject to this 
same law of life, for when there is 
no word of commendation spoken 
when hearts are slow to manifest 
gratitude for kind deeds and loving 
service rendered, the home is not the 
seat of inspiration and holy en- 
thusiasm.

The Nineteenth Psalm divides itself 
into two halves, the glory of God as 
seen in the heavens and the power of 
God as seen in the written word. In 
early times before the word of God 
came into written’ language. men 
looked to the heavens and studied the 
gospel, ‘day unto day uttered speech.’

Genesis 
xli:5. He said in part: 

“If we would arrive at the full 
fruition of our humble talents, we 
must dedicate our courage to our 
tasks, We must have the courage of 
our convictions; and we must, like- 
wise, have the courage to have con- 
victions. Men who have the courage 
to have convictions will invite the 
criticisms of timid, fearful folk. It 
is so much. easier to criticise than it 
is to arrive. It is a sign you are 
arriving when some people fuss about 
you. Feet that walk and arrive are 
better than tongues that simply talk 
and complain. 

“Courage is a Christian grace—a 
thing of the heart. 


“Oh, in our work for God and hu- 


manity and ourselves, if we would 
arrive, if we would reach Canaan, we 
must remember that ‘Kings are never 
drowned.’ Remember we are King’s 
sons and we must achieve—we must 
arrive! The world gets out of the 
way of the man who is going some- 
where. It may whine and criticise, 
but it, makes room for him to pass. 
A man with a goal is a man with 


go. 
“The achieving of the impossible is 
the only sufficient task for a man. 
Doing what cannot be done is the 
glory of living. It is the impossible 
man doing impossible things for whom 
the world gets out of the way. Momen- 
tum means destination. 

“Momentum is not money and 
might but character and service; t 
the law of the jungle but the law 
of the brotherhood. The Canaan to 
which character directs is the only 
Canaan, and character is faith and 
fidelity. Every one loses his way as he 
journeys toward the land of Canaan, 
who needlessly passes by the guide- 
boards of fidelity and faith.

UR INEFFICIENT NATIONAL GUARD. 
The militia is like the family revolver: 
it isn’t needed very often, but it is needed 
sorely when it is needed at all. It is evident 
from the conservative statement of facts 
published in The Times on Sunday that the 
family revolver is in a very dilapidated con- 
dition. 

The Times is too good a friend of the 
National Guard of California to disguise 
these facts: 3 

The Guard is at the very lowest ebb. 
Target practice has not been held for a 

Only a handful of men turn out for arms. 

Feuds have broken out among the officers. 

The expensive equipment furnished by 
the Federal government is going to rack 
and ruin. This is partly due to a defective 
and leaky armory, partly to the slipshod 
system which makes it possible for the men 
to remove government clothing from the 
armory and wear it out. 

To assess these ills in the most charitable 
light this spells rank inefficiency, and this 
inefficiency seems to permeate every crack 
and corner of the Guard. The company of- 
ficers are guilty of slovenly and reckless 
carelessness. The higher officers cannot be 
said to have exercised the vigilance neces- 
sary. Sacramento has run the financial 
and other affairs of the Guard with less sys- 
tem than a Chinaman would show in the 


nia Legislature has handicapped the Guard 
with a set of feeble-minded laws which 
make real military efficiency impossible. 
One crucial error of construction lies at 
the base of all the other ls. This is the 
system of selecting the officers of the Guard 
by the votes of the enlisted men. This is 
nothing less than a military cancer. More 
properly speaking, it is a ringworm, which 
eats in a diseased circle. | 
The officers are afraid to enforce disct- 
pline among the men because of the election
